ARRL Leadership Meeting 
Todd Teachout, KM6HFU 


On December 7", Mathison Ott and | attended 
an ARRL leadership meeting in Livermore, led 
by Pacific Division Director, Jim Tiemstra. 


Jim discussed the effort to get new legislation 
introduced to replace the Proposed Parity Act 
that was withdrawn last year. The new 
legislation is expected to continue to address 
matters about installing antennas in 
developments with HOA. The new act will 
reemphasize the emergency communications 
benefits. 


He discussed FCC matters, the ongoing 
vigilance to preserve amateur use of 3.3 GHz 
and 5.9 GHz bands given industry efforts to 
use it for proprietary services (automobile 
autonomous vehicle communication cited as 
an example). He also mention the DOD 
appears to be behind efforts to lower the power 
levels allowed on the 5.3MHz band (60Meters). 
ARRL is working with the FCC on ongoing 
band planning activities; how to accommodate 
changes in modes of use, what is reasonable 
for those modes whose use is in decline, and 
how soon to recognize new modes. 


ARES and the whole range of emergency 
communication programs, were discussed. 
ARRL is hoping for 30,000 people to register 
into ARES. At the moment approximately 
12,000 have done so. The attendees 
expressed minor confusion and frustration with 
the ARES roll-out as it relates to other 
programs. There seems to be bugs in the 
current system, as it is difficult to verify 
membership and the terms of that 
membership. Those clubs which support their 
community in other ways (sporting events, civic 
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groups, boys/girl scouts) indicated that the 
ARES program does not serve such efforts 
very well. Jim noted the issues and would 
report back to ARRL HQ. 


The Volunteer Monitoring (VM) Program is now 
underway. All 300 VM positions are filled. 
Most VMs are trained. Some are now actively 
monitoring the airwaves for unauthorized uses. 
It is expected that all first round VM training will 
be finished soon. Not all former OOs were 
allowed to become VMs. New VM applications 
were reviewed on a first come first serve basis. 
Those OOs who procrastinated found 
themselves closed out. Alternates have been 
notified. There’s uncertainty about those 
applications that were rejected because the 
quota had been filled. 


FCC rejected a new license level. They are 
working with ARRL to adjust the Technician 
Level to adapt to current realities. 


80M and 75M bands are being rebalanced. 


RF Exposure Regulations are finalized. 
Updates to 1994 Amendments are done. 
There’s more info at ARRL “Audio News.” 
Several Boafeng radios are in violation; others 
are likely. The remedy is to pay attention to 
radiated power levels on cheap radios. 


Amateur Radio operators will not be exempted 
from distracted driving laws (there’s no national 
law). FCC is not supportive of an exemption. 


World Radio Conference concluded recently. 
The report will be in QST soon. 


FCC adopted guidelines (not sure if formal or 
informal) on licensing of small satellites. 
Academic projects frequently are being 
classified as commercial uses. Status quo 
persists for purely amateur limited time 
projects. 


Jim reported that there no longer are any 
licensed Amateur Radio operators within the 
body of FCC voting members. 
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Members at the meeting advocated for 
continuing/renewing the agreement with the 
National Association of Broadcasters 
(recognizing each other). Apparently there is 
some possibility of existing agreements not 
being renewed, with the main impact being 
there would no longer be a gratis ARRL booth 
space at the NAB annual convention. 


EBARC 2020 Election Results 


We thank the vote-counters for the 2020 
officers’ election. They were Mathison Ott, 
Chris Harwood, and Peter Hoffman. All six 
officers were elected with 43 votes each, 
except 42 for President (there was one vote for 
Stormy Daniels). The new officers are listed, 
as usual, on the last page of this newsletter. 


EBARC election season is over, but 2020 
renewal season isn’t. Use the nifty SASE and 
renewal form that came with your ballot. Our 
address is also on the front page of this 
newsletter. Individual renewal is $30 and 
family renewal is $35. Be sure to tell us any 
new info (address, callsign, license class, 
phone, etc.) so we'll have an accurate 2020 
roster. The club needs you to be an ARRL 
member to maintain our status with them. If
